Agnew Blasts 
Disrespect 
For Courts 


Says Assault’ 
On U.S. System 
Must Be Stopped 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (A P) — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew says 
the assault by revolutionaries 
on the nation’s courts must be 
stopped if justice is to be pre­ 
served in America. 
Agnew spoke to about 1.900 
Republicans at a $75-a-plate din­ 
ner Friday night. He was inter­ 
rupted often by applause. 
“ The trial of the Chicago Sev­ 
en or Eight was a stormy foot­ 
note to the 1968 Democratic con­ 
vention.” Agnew said. “ It could 
have been a test of the constitu­ 
tionality of the 1968 Civil Rights 
Act.” 
Instead, he said, “ The script 
was written for drama, not for 
justice 
and 
the 
outrageous 
courtroom conduct totally obfus­ 
cated the constitutional ques­ 
tion.” 
“ Our courts don’t need lec­ 
tures from self-appointed -social 
critics or the antics of guerrila 
theater,” 
the 
vice 
president 
said. ‘‘Within the courtroom dis­ 
sent must be orderly . . . the 
rule is persuasion, not intimida­ 
tion.” 
Agnew characterized today's 
radicals 
as 
“ totally 
negative 
and 
nihilistic 
with 
perverse 
ideas of being like the foundin 
fathers.” 
“ Those who smash windows 
and seize universities destroy 
by Injustice whatever is just,” 
said Agnew. 
The vice president, comment­ 
ing on the burning of a bank in 
California, said, “ As Americans 
know, those who burn banks can 
bank on being burned.” 
Agnew hastened to add, “ I 
mean by a fair trial of a jury of 
their peers, so you don’t take 
me literally.” 
There is a great danger in ro­ 
manticizing the role of the revo­ 
lutionists and thereby diminish­ 
ing the efforts of conscientious 
citizens, he said.

Call For Explanation On Laos 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Sen.

country. 
“ If the war in Vietnam can be 
Vietnamized,” 
Moss, 
D-Utah, 
told the Senate Friday, “ then 
this same process should begin 
in Lac? before it becomes any 
more difficult.” 
Other senators who criticized 
the administration's handling of 
the Laotian situation during the 
day included Sens. Stuart Sym­ 
ington. Fred R. Harris and Rob­ 
ert C. Byrd, all Democrats. 
Byrd’s statement drew the 
moqt attention because he bas 
not been among the outspoken 
war critics. 
Noting that 100 American pi- 


lots have been lost on missions 
over Laos and at least 25 other 
American'- killed there, Bvrd 
said. “ Before the casualty fig­ 
ures rise further, the American 
people should be told the extent 
of our country’s involvement in 
Laos. 
“ War has aged in various

of 
Laos 
for 
over

years,” 
he 
said, 
“ and 
our 
large-scale entry into the strug­ 
gle at this time could serve to 
open up a new front in the Viet­ 
nam war. 
“ We should weigh very care­ 
fully the possible consequences 
of such a move,” Byrd added. 
Symington, D-Mo., renewing 
his criticism of administration 
refusal to permit release of the 
transcript of his subcommittee’s 
hearings on Laos, said “ The 
American 
people 
deserve 
to 


have the facts on this growing 
war situation. 
“ The policy that hides these 
facts behind the cloak of secre­ 
cy can only compound the diffi­ 
cult problem we already face.” 
he said. 
Moss compared the deteriora­ 
tion of the situation in Laos with 
Vietnam and said: 
‘Once again, we seem to be 
heading down the same tragic 
road of escalation. 
“ Once again, the American 
government seems to be trying 
to hide from the American peo­ 
ple the extent of our involve­ 
ment there. 
“ Once again, press reports 
differ significantly from govern­ 
ment reports. 
“ Once again, we seem to have 
learned very little from our past 
mistakes.” 


The Utah Democrat called on

Agnew Blasts 
Disrespect 
For Courts 


Says Assault1 
On U.S. System 
Must Be Stopped 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew says 
the assault by revolutionaries 
on the nation’s courts must be 
stopped if justice is to be pre­ 
served in America. 
Agnew spoke to about 1,900 
Republicans at a $75-a-plate din 
ner Friday night. He was inter­ 
rupted often by applause. 
“The trial of the Chicago Scv 
en or Eight was a stormy foot 
note to the 1968 Democratic con 
vention,” Agnew said. “ It could 
have been a test of the constitu 
tionality of the 1968 Civil Rights 
Act.”

“ Our courts don’t need lec­ 
tures from self-appointed /social 
critics or the antics of guerilla 
theater,”

said. “ Within the courtroom dis­ 
sent must be orderly . . . the 
rule is persuasion, not intimida­ 
tion.” 
Agnew characterized today’s 
radicals as 
“totally negative 
and 
nihilistic 
with 
perverse 
ideas of being like the founding 
fathers.” 
“Those who smaish windows 
and seize universities destroy 
by injustice whatever is just,’ 
said Agnew. 
The vice president, comment­ 
ing on the burning of a bank in 
California, said, “As Americans 
know, those who burn banks can 
bank on being burned.” 
Agnew hastened to add, 
mean by a fair trial of a jury of 
their peers, so you don’t take 
me literally.” 
There is a great danger in ro­ 
manticizing the role of the revo­ 
lutionists and thereby diminish 
big the efforts of conscientious 
citizens, he said.

“ In neither case would we 
know we’d done this until long 
after it was too late to turn 
back,” he said. “ It could al­ 
ready have happened.” 


Think Bones 
Are From 
Lost Flier 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Bones which some Ohio men 
believe to be those of the fam­ 
ed 
aviatrix 
Amelia 
Earhart 
have been checked by Dr. Ray­ 
mond Baby, curator of the Ohio 
Historical Society, he said to­ 
day. 
Dr. Baby, the society’s cura­ 
tor of archeology, said the re ­ 
mains had been turned over to 
him by Joseph Davidson, a Can­ 
ton author, and Kenneth Mat- 
onis and John Gcschkc of Cleve­ 
land. 
They claimed the bones were 
recovered from a crematorium 
in 19(91 in the jungles of Saipan 
by Don Kothera, who served 
with U. S. occupation forces in 
Saipan in 1946. 
Amelia Earhart disappeared 
33 years ago at the age of 39, 
while on a Pacific Ocean flight 
and her case has been a mys­ 
tery. There was a probability 
she had been captured by the 
Japanese just before World War 
ll. 
Davison’s 
book. 
"Amelia 
Earhart Returns from Saipan,” 
written for Matonis and Gcs­ 
chkc, was published Saturday. 
Dr. Baby said Saturday that 
in his report he stated: “ We’ve 
got 189 bones. All but one of 
them arc incinerated. It is my 
opinion that the cremated re­ 
mains arc those of a female, 
probably white, between Hic an­ 
atomical 
age of 40 
and 
42 
years.” He added he thought tile 
age of 40 years is probably 
more correct. 
Ile made no other speculation 
on the identity of the bones but 
said some tooth fillings given 
him to study were “ within the 
range of a female” and that 
they were of the type used in 
the 1930s. The unburned boue 
in the lot, he said, was that of 
an adult male.

More Farmers Switch 
To No-Tillage Corn

No-tillage or reduced tillage 
systems of corn production have 
been gaining favor with corn 
gn. vers in many of the central 
states, especially in the past 
five years. 
This 
has 
been 
possible 
because of the development of 
e f f e c t i v e 
weed 
control 
c h e m i c a l s and improved 
planting equipment. 
In Ohio, 
for example, no­ 
tillage 
corn 
production 
was 
limited to 1,500 acres in 1904, 
but 
had 
increased 
to 
an 
estimated 50,000 acres in 1969. 
Two Ohio agronomists who 
have been directing research 
with no-tillage corn production 
in the Buckeye State over the 
past decade, presented sum­ 
maries of their work at the No- 
Tillage 
Research 
Conference 
beld recently at the University 
of Kentucky. * * * 
DR. D. M. Van Doren Jr., 
and Dr. G. B. Triplett Jr., 
discussed soil principles related 
to no-tillage com production and 
planting com in plant residues 
from 
previous 
crops. 
Both 
s c i e n t i s t s 
are 
research 
agronomists 
at 
the 
Ohio 
Agricultural R e s e a r c h and 
Development Center, Wooster. 
Van Doren reported that Ohio 
studies have shown that soils 
which have 
drought-producing 
characteristics arc most likely 
to 
produce 
increased 
yields 
under no-tillage conditions. This 


is because organic mulch left 
on the surface reduces runoff 
and evaporation and conserves 
moisture for use by the plant. 
How much mulch cover is 
necessary to significantly affect 
yields? Ohio studies Indicate 
that it takes 50 to 55 per cent 
cover measured in late season 
for yields of no-tillage corn to 
equal those from a plow-disk- 
cultivate system. 
Over 
a 
6-year 
period 
at 
Wooster, Van Doren reported a 
half bushel per acre average 
increase in com yield for each 
additional percent of organic 
mulch cover. He noted that 
irrigation, particularly in late 
July and August, eliminated the 
effect of mulch and tillage on 
com yield. 
On soils which are poorly 
drained, no-tillage com has no 
yield 
advantage — in fact, 
lower 
yields 
often 
result, 
perhaps 
because of reduced 
early growth caused by lower 
soil temperatures under mulch 
cover. 
* * * 
THE Ohio studies support the 
recommendation 
that 
tillage 
systems be tailored to fit the 
particular soil type in which 
corn is to be grown. 
The amount of surface mulch 
left on a field is influenced by 
the species and yield of the 
previous crop. For example, a 
com yield of IOO bushels per 
acre has produced sufficient 
stover to provide the desired 
mulch 
cover 
the 
following 
season. 
Soybeans and wheat

Ohio studies have shown that 
nulch decomposes rapidly se 
that there is no problem with 
excessive buildup.

A herbicide rotation may 
be 
needed, however, for control of 
annual w e e d s in continuous 
corn. This is because use of the 
same 
herbicide 
for several 
years on the same field often 
causes development of prob­ 
lems with weed species tolerant 
to a single herbicide. 
T r i p l e t t 
reported 
that 
soybeans, 
winter wheat 
and 
sugar 
beets 
have 
all 
been 
successfully produced in Ohio 
w i t h 
no-tillagc 
planting 
However, because of the limited 
herbicides available, no-tillage 
production of these crops should 
be attempted only on fields 
where weeds are not a problem. 
Scientists from nearly all the 
corn-growing states in the U.S. 
attended the 2-day conference 
to exchange results of studies

tillage. The No-Tillage Research 
Conference was co-sponsored by

Thats 
one 
way 
to 
describe 
4-H. 
I wenty-six million Americans 
are former 4-H club members. 
M o r e 
than 
3Mi 
million 
> oungsters are enrolled now. 
But the real measure of 4-H 
is in the job it does for youth. 
Any boy or girl between 4th 
grade or 19 years old may join 
a 4-H club by agreeing to work 
on a project and follow 4-H 
ideals and standards. The main 
requirement is a willingness to 
learn by doing, and “to make 
the best better” — the 4-H 
motto. 
These young people carry on 
a wide variety of projects in 
agriculture, 
home economics, 
c i t i z e n s h i p and personal 
development. They appily the 
latest scientific findings to learn 
the “why” as well as the “how” 
of what they do. Developing 
character and good citizenship 
are long-range goals. 
While formerly most 4-H’ers 
lived in rural and suburban 
areas, there is a recent trend 
toward more urban youngsters 
taking part. This reflects the 
decline in farm population and 
the change in our agricultural 
communities. Only about half of 
4-H members actually live on 
farms today. 
Who’s behind it? 
The 4-H club program is part 
of the nationwide educational 
system 
of 
the 
Cooperative 
Extension Service — a three- 
way partnership of the U. S 
Department of Agriculture, the 
State 
land-grant colleges 
or 
u n i v e r s i t i e s , and county 
governments. But the local 4-H 
club is the most important unit 
of the program. Local people 
determine its policies. Friends 
of 4-H give valuable time and 
encouragement. 
To guide 4-H’ers, some 185 
Pickaway 
County 
men 
and 
women 
— 
many 
of 
them 
parents who are former 4-H’ers 
themselves 
—serve as volun­ 
teer 
local 
advisors. 
These 
leaders are trained, counseled, 


and assisted by their county 
extension agents, who have at 
their fingertips the vast stores 
of knowledge of the state land- 
grant colleges and the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Adult 
leaders 
advise 
and 
encourage 4-H’ers in planning 
and carrying out projects. They 
teach them new subject matter, 
attend club meetings, and most 
important, have a genuine in 
terest in boys and girls. 
The eariy-day “cora, pig, and 
canning” clubs — forerunners 
of 4-H — were started to teach 
families improved practices in 
f a r m i n g and homemaking 
through teaching boys and girls. 
The emphasis then was on tile 
project. 
Very soon leaders saw that 
the project should not be the 
end in itself, but rather a means 
of working with youth. Projects 
have changed with the times, 
adapting to the new situations 
in which young people find 
themselves. 
Nearly 
IOO 
projects 
are 
available now, to interest young 
people throughout the Nation. 
Many boys and girls growing 
up on farms will have to find 
jobs in cities, and 4-H is helping 
them explore and prepare for 
new career possibilities. 
Citizenship programs appeal 
especially 
to 
the 
teenage 
member, teaching a citizen's 
responsibility to himself, to the 
group, and to his community. 
Through 4-H, boys and girls 
learn 
to 
live 
and 
work 
cooperatively with others. 4-H 
strengthens the bonds of un 
derstanding between youth in 
this country as well as over 
seas.

divert into a conserving use | 
acreage which normally would 
be planted to wheat, cora, grain 
sorghum or barley will benefit 
the general public, the farm 
e c o n o m y , and themselves, 
according to George E. Stump, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Pickaway 
C o u n t y 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee. 
‘Excess 
production 
is 
a 
threat not only to farmers for 
whom it means lower prices, j 
but to the public. Consumers: 
and taxpayers — which means j 
all of us — benefit when crop 
production and farm prices are 
stable and when excess grain 
is not allowed to pile up in 
costly storage year after year,” 
Stump said. 
Aims of these farm programs, 
he said, are to insure an ample 
supply of grain for domestic 
and export markets, strengthen 
and stabilize farm prices, and 
deter excess production. 
To help prevent excess grain 
production, the 1970 feed grain 
and wheat programs require a 
minimum acreage diversion on 
each participating farm, and 
also provide that producers can 
earn payments by additional 
diversion.

The solution may 
vary in concentration from 5 
per cent to IO per cent and 
may be either clear or cloudy. 
While cloudy ammonia contains 
a small amount of soap or 
detergent 
and 
tends 
to 
be 
sudsier, either type may be 
used as a laundry additive. 
Since ammonia “cuts” grease 
and has 
a 
slight bleaching 
action when added to the wash 
load, it helps loosen deeply 
embedded stains and oily soil. 
Applied 
directly, 
it 
is 
also 
frequently recommended in the 
treatment of stains such as 
perspiration, blood, and mer­ 
curochrome. Being extremely 
T»i-ni>np. it. .should be thoroughly 
rinsed away. 
in tne interest of promoting 
VinuvohoM 
safety, 
one 
rule 
should always be followed when 
using ammonia: never mix it 
directly with chlorine bleach. 
This 
mixture results in the 
formation of irritating fumes. 
U s e d 
as 
recommended, 
however 
ammonia is an ex­ 
cellent laundry aid. Be sure to 
keen ammonia out of the hands 
of children. 
Bleach, 
a 
most important 
ingredient, helps hi soil and 
stain removal, in whitening and 
brightening. 
There 
are 
two 
types of bleaching action — 
oxidation and reduction. Most 
household 
bleaches 
act 
by 
oxidation (decomposition of the 
soil or stain in the presence 
of oxygen). 
Oxidizing 
bleaches 
include 
both chlorine and oxygen-type 
in liquid and dry forms. While 
bleach may complement a soap 
or detergent, it cannot sub­ 
stitute for it, nor for good 
laund«Hne techniques. Bleach is 
usually added to the washing 
solution in addition to the soap 
«•» orient, or used in more 
concentrated 
form 
for stain 
removal. 
Chlorine bleach is a solution 
of sodium hypochlorite, and is 
both a bleach and disinfectant 
when 
used 
in 
proper 
con 
centration. It is effective on 
most 
white 
and 
colorfast 
fabrics, but should not be used 
on silk, wool, spandex, non-fast 
colors 
or 
chorine 
retentive 
finishes. It should always be 
measured accurately (use 
standard 
measuring 
cup 
or 
spoon), and diluted with water. 
It should never be poured full 
strength on fabric as it tends 
to 
weaken 
the 
fabric 
and 
seriously. If in doubt, test an 
inconspicuous part of the item 


or snip a small sample before 
bleaching. 
Results 
are 
best 
when chlorine bleach is added 
to the wash water several 
minutes aftercure detergent has 
been added, in order not to 
inhibit the action of brighteners 
in the detergents. As mentioned 
earlier, 
it should never be 
mixed with ammonia, or with 
certain 
household 
products 
c o n t a i n i n g strongly acidic 
ingredients such as some toilet 
bowl cleaners. 
Oxygen-type bleach contains 
oxygen 
supplied 
by 
sodium 
perborate, hydrogen peroxide or 
potassium monopersulfite. Safe 
for all fabrics and finishes and 
essentially for all colors, it is 
available in either liquid and 
dry form, and is generally 
added to the wash cycle. Per­ 
borate and peroxide bleaches 
are mild products effective only 
in 
high 
temperature 
water 
(above 
160 
d e g r e e s ) . 
Monopersuifate 
bleaches 
are 
effective for stain and 
soil 
removal at all washing tem­ 
peratures. 
R e d u c i n g 
bleaches 
are 
chemicals 
which 
have 
the 
ability 
to 
strip 
or 
remove 
certain stains and colors by 
reduction, a process chemically 
opposite oxidation. They are 
especially helpful in removing 
t h e 
yellow 
discoloration 
s o m e t i m e s caused when 
chlorine retentive finishes are 
bleached with chlorine and for 
removing 
color 
before 
re 
dyeing. Available as packaged 
c o l o r 
removers, 
sodium 
hydrosulfite and photographers’ 
“hypo” 
(sodium 
thiosulfate), 
they are not used in the washer 
but rather under specific use 
conditions. 
They 
should 
be 
rinsed 
out 
promptly 
anti 
thoroughly.

Home Lawns

The time for improving lawns 
is now. 
Whether completely reseeding 
lawn or merely filling the 
bare 
spots, 
the 
earlier 
the 
seeding is done the better. 
Early planting 
can 
mean 
better grass growth and reduce 
the effects of any competing 
weeds. 
Perhaps the most important 
item to consider when seeding 
a new lawn is the type of seed 
chosen. The average consumer 
looks only at the price per 
pound without looking at the 
type of seed. 
Always insist upon lawn seed 
not grass seed. Check the label 
on the package carefully for 
seed variety, the percentage of 
germination and the amount of 
weed seed and remember, the 
more 
expensive 
seeds 
have 
more seeds per pound. 
When a person considers a 
lawn seed he will be faced by 
an array of varieties. Depen 
ding on his lawn and the light 
conditions, he will chose a seed 
which does well in sun or shade. 
If a person has little time or 
much time to spend o i his lawn 
he can choose the right seed, 
whether it is a seed variety 
needing much care such as 
bentgrass and bluegrass or a 
variety needing little care such 
as red fescue.

It’s the time of year again 
to be thinking about sowing red 
clover. 
Bed clever Is n legume that 
grows beet en well drained learn 
soils that have a pH from 6.6 
to 7J. However, It can adapt 
to soils that are more poorly 
drained. 
Red clover should be grown 
with a small grain companion 
crop such aa wheat or oats. This 
provides you the farmer some 
return the first year while the 
clover is becoming established. 
The companion crop will also 
tend 
to 
keep 
the 
weed 
population down. If you have 
a field that has considerable 
slope, 
erosion 
culd 
be 
a 
problem the seeding year ii no 
companion crop is * planted with 
the clover. The companion crop 
is planted also to reduce the 
danger of freezing injury to the 
young clover plant*. 
• * • 
ONE 
disadvantage 
of 
a 
companion crop is the com- 
petition it may give the clover 
Pick a small grain companiuu 
crop that matures early, has 
short straw and as few leaves 
as possible. 
Should you decide to grow 
clover in this area you probably 
will want to grow some grass 
with it. A dover-grass hay wil 
cure more rapidly than straight 
clover. 
Also, 
more 
hay 
is 
produced per acre. There is less 
chance of bloat with a clover 
grass 
mixture 
than 
with 
straight clover. 
Timothy is the grass to mix 
with red dover. Timothy is a 
high yielding grass that is ready 
to be made into hay about the 
same time as red clover. The 
timothy is sown in the fall with 
the small grain and the clover 
is generally sown in February 
or March. 
Bed clover Is bothered by a 
disease in southern Ohio known 
as southern anthracnose, which 
causes 
reduced 
stands 
and 
yields in non-disease resistant 
varieties. 
There 
are 
two 
varieties recommended for this 
part of Ohio. 
One is 4cnown as Kenland and 
was developed by the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
and is resistant *.o anthracnose. 
The other variety is known 
a s 
Chesapeake 
and 
was 
developed 
by 
the 
Maryland 
Experiment Station. It is a high 
yielding variety that has ex 
cellent 
seedling 
vigor. 
The 
resistance 
to 
southern 
an 
thracnose is 
only 
moderate, 
however.

MANY farmers FOW home 
grown seed. However, whether 
you sow home grown or pur­ 
chased seed, make sure the 
seed is inoculated with the 
correct strain of bacteria. 
These bacteria are able to use 


nitrogen in the air and make 
it into a form the plant can 
use. With this occurring, not 
only should the yield of the 
clover increase, but the soil 
fertility level should abo in­ 
crease. So let’s mike sure our 
seed is innoculated.

Treasury Department’s No. 2 
man said Friday inflation is on 
the run and stronger govern­ 
ment efforts to restrain it would 
only result in recession and 
higher unemployment. 
‘‘The central fact is that eco­ 
nomic 
overheating 
and 
de- 
mand-pull inflation have been 
brought under control,” Under­ 
secretary Charles E. Walker 
said, “in all probability, eco­ 
nomic historians will record 
that the boom finally crested 
out in the third quarter of 1969.” 
Walker’s speech was prepared 
for delivery to the financial 
conference of the National In­ 
dustrial Conference Board here. 
Since the third—July through 
September—quarter, W a l k e r 
said, “the economy has been on 
a plateau” of approximately 
equal increases and declines in 
its various sectors, with the ex­ 
ception of the crippled private 
housing industry. 
“This hiatus in 
economic 
growth, which should continue 
well into 1970, is not to be de­ 
cried,” he said. “It can be ‘The 
economic pause that refreshes.’ 
It will set the stage for healthy 
and balanced growth in the 
years ahead. It is the uncom­ 
fortable but necessary transi­ 
tion from overheating and de- 
mand-pull inflation to stable 
wage and price patterns.”

Nixon Wants Law Against Big Strikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent NLxon nroposed new ma­ 
chinery Friday to ward off 
crippling strikes in the trans­ 
portation industries — notably 
the railroad. 
The proposals, in a special 
message to Congress, outlined a 
long-range program and were 
not intended to meet the recur­ 
ring threat of a railroad strike 
this month. 
In his message. Nixon was 
sharply critical of the Railway 
Labor Act. He recommended 
that its emergency strike provi­ 
sions be eliminated so rail and 
airline 
strikes 
and 
lockouts 
would be subject to an entirely 
new law representing an exten­ 
sion of the philosophy of the 
Taft-Hartlev Act. 
Under the Nixon plan, rail 
and airline disputes could be 
warded off during an 80-day 
cooling 
off 
period

If at the end of the 80 days, a 
dispute remained unsettled and 
the nation's health or safety was 
endangered,

Notes Sent 
To Soviets 
On Berlin 


LONDON (AP) — The United 
States, Britain and France sent 
off notes to the Soviet Union 
Friday proposing a time and 
place for new Big Four talks to 
ease West Berlin’s situation. 
All four governments have 
agreed in principle to hold such 
a conference, and only the ar­ 
rangements for it remain to be 
Fettled. 
Diplomatic authorities gave 
no details of when, where and at 
what level the notes proposed 
that talks be held. 
It is known, however, that the 
Western allies would like the 
talks to get under way within 
the next month or so and that 
they would not object to a meet­ 
ing in West Berlin of deputy for 
eign ministers or ambassadors 
The allies think the talks 
should cover such issues as the 
aiir, land and water traffic to 
West Berlin, freer communtca 
taons between East and West 
Berlin, and an easier flow of 
goods, traffic and ideas between 
the two parts of the city. 
Informants said the Western 
powers do not plan to seek re 
moval of the Berlin Wall at this 
stage, but that this is the sort of 
subject that could come up lf 
there are signs of progress.

There is little question that airport 
construction legislation will be passed 
by Congress this year. The nation needs 
new airport facilities on a scale which 
almost demands federal assistance in 
funding.

scrap steel is rising like the 
mercury on a spring morning? 
Prices now are at their high­ 
est in several years, following a 
$4 increase this week to $49.50 a 
ton at Pittsburgh for the best 
heavy melting scrap. Earlier 
this month, the price was down 
around $40.50. 
An 
assortment of 
factors 
created the situation. To under­ 
stand it, however, one has to 
realize that scrap is not junk. 
Otherwise, the junked cars that 
mar the landscape could be 
rounded up and sold. 
Junk cars are impure, to say 
the least. They contain various 
metals, not just steel, and these 
metals may be contaminated by 
paint oil, dirt and what not. 
The high grade scrap sought 
by the mills, which are the cus­ 
tomers for the products, is 
usually the residue from manu­ 
facturing operations. Such scrap 
can be reused with little prepar­ 
ation. 
The problem for the mills is 
that industrial production is 
slowing down, particularly in 
the automotive industry. That 
means that the supply of scrap 
is falling behind the needs of the 
steel mills. 
Steel production continues to 
flourish, despite the downturn in 
some other industries, partly 
because of high export demand. 
Japan and Italy, for example, 
like to mix U.S. scrap with iron 
to make their steel. 


Some other ingredients also 
go into the recipe, particularly 
the weather. The scrap industry 
is an outdoor operation to a 
large extent, and nobody enjoys 
working on the steel piles in be- 
low-zero temperatures. Because 
of this, scrap production usually 
drops with the thermometer. 
Customers of the scrap steel 
industry, namely the steel mills, 
are reportedly reluctant to pay 
the high prices but apparently 
have little choice if they are 
going to avoid slowing their own 
operations. 
Reporting on the availabilty 
lf scrap steel at Pittsburgh, 
“Iron Age," sn industry publi­ 
cation. commented this month: 
“Making matters worse is the 
word that no automotive bun­ 
dles will be sold locally for 
March. The national 
Fisher 
Body list will have only 26,000 
tons for March. That’s down 
from 45,000 tons in February.’’ 
Somewhere in the distance, 
however, there should be an 
easing of price pressures, for 
these reasons: 
—Steel mills sell to the auto- 
motive industry as well as use 
its scrap as raw material. If the 
auto industry remains in the 
doldrums it won’t produce much 
scrap, true; but it won’t need 
steel mill output either. 
—Warm weather is coming, 
and that means workers will be 
more willing to go out on the 
junk piles and sort out reusable 
steel. The extra supply should 
relieve price pressures some­ 
what.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Is this 
the solution to Hollywood’s eco­ 
nomic problems? A young film 
maker, Michael Campus, re­ 
cently shot a full-length movie 
with a professional cast for less

“They would strip away the 
protective layers that people 
build around themselves and ex­ 
amine the barriers that prevent 
communication. Every six min­ 
utes, the guests would vote and 
one would be rejected; he faced 
the symbolic exile of going into 
the desert. The question would 
be: Who’s going to survive?” 
The basic script was written 
by John D. F. Black. Campus, 
a veteran of television docu­ 
mentaries.and specials, found an 
angel in Las Vegas moneyman 
Jerry Zarowitz, who heard the 
proposal and said, “Let’s go.” 
Campus auditioned 200 actors 
at great length before finding 
his ll. They included Anne 


Francis, Barry Sullivan and 
Shere North. All agreed to 
work at the Screen Actors Guild 
minimum, with a chance to 
share in profits, if any. 
“The selection of the cast was 
all-important,” said Campus. 
“Each had to portray a segment 
of American society—the rich 
man, the black man, etc. And 
each one had to literally play 
the game of survival. 
“We had two weeks of re­ 
hearsal—with videotape, so we 
could play it back immediately. 
During that time, each of the 
actors had to give of himself. 
The script had to come from 
their getting to know one anoth­ 
er. Although we followed the 
basic script, the cast and I liter­ 
ally created the dialogue and 
the action.” 
Campus, who took no salary 
for his own contributions, was 
able to get the craft unions to 
agree to a 23-rn an crew, much 
smaller than usual. He re­ 
hearsed the actors in his own 
house and shot “Survival” in 
the house next door. All of it 
was done indoors except for a 
couple of desert scenes. 
Unlike other low-budget mov­ 
ies, “Survival” is not aimed at 
the porno trade, ’’there is no 
nudity, no problems with the 
censors, except perhaps some of 
the language,” said Campus. 
He believes that his method 
could point the way to film mak­ 
ing of the future. The formula: 
little or no overhead; inducing 
the talent to gamble on future 
profits; most of all, a credible, 
relevant story. “There is no 
substitute for truth,” said Cam­ 
pus. “Today’s young audience 
demands it.”

with a charge of several hun­ 
dred pounds of explosives. 
If Adair succeeds, authorities 
fear the oil that has been going 
up in smoke will spill into the 
Gulf of Mexico to be pushed to­ 
ward the Delta marshes by pre­ 
vailing winds. 
The 
platform 
is 
near the 
Chandeleur 
Islands 
off 
the 
mouth of the Mississippi River 
and in an area harboring exten­ 
sive oyster beds and shrimping 
grounds. 
‘ The region also is the winter 
home of hundreds of thousands 
of migratory waterfowl, includ­ 
ing a heavy concentration of 
blue geese. Two bird and water­ 
fowl refuges are located nearby 
in the marshes that have been 
created over centuries by the 
heavy deposits of silt from the 
Mississippi River. 
Oil company officials estimat 
ed the spill might reach 5,000 
barrels a day untl the wells can 
be capped, and that may not be 
easy. 
“ The wells in that area oper­ 
ate at 1.000 to 1,500 pounds per 
square inch of natural pres­ 
sure,” said Richard Hess, an In 
terior Department pollution ex 
pert, “and that’s a lot of pres 
sure. 
The Coast Guard is providing 
ships, helicopters, and the com 
mand functions. Hess’s boss,

“a laundry list of equipment 
and supplies.”

barges with a total capacity of 
2.2 million gallons, three tug 
boats, ll pumps and 29,700 feet 
of floating bourns designed for 
oil containment. 
This equipment is to be strung 
together as a floating pocket to 
trap the spreading oil and suck 
it off the surface of the water. 
Five skimmer barges are to 
help scoop up the oil. 
If some oil gets past all that 
equipment—and previous efforts 
at skimming oil off the ocean 
have not been notably success­ 
ful—a standby force of over 300 
men will be waiting with up to 
30,000 bales of straw and 450 
synthetic foam pads to mop up 
oil that washes ashore.

After 3 Weeks 


SAIGON (AP) - Five U. S. 
Navy men detained by Cambo­ 
dia since Feb. 5 when their pa­ 
trol boat strayed across the 
Cambodian border were set free 
today, the U.S. Command said. 
Military spokesmen said the 
sailors were handed over to U.S. 
officials in Phnom Penh and
